REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of Raymond, N. H.: 


The Water Commissioners this year are able to show 
to the citizens of Raymond, not only that the Department 
is self sustaining, but that we have saved quite a respectable 
sum, a part of which will be used to take up some of the 
outstanding Bonds. 


We have been able to reduce the pumping bill to a 
very marked degree, as well as to give better pressure, and 
a safer fire protection, by pumping twice a day, and thereby 
keeping the standpipe full at all times. Also we have made 
it a practice to flush the stand pipe twice each week, there- 
by washing out any dust that might collect on top. 

All hydrants have been flushed three times during the 
year, and five hydrants have been repaired and put in per- 
fect shape, so that when the ground closed in, every hy- 
drant was in perfect working condition. 

All main gates which had been buried under from four 
to eighteen inches of State tar road, were dug up and 
brought to the surface. A new card system of locations of 
water pipes and curb boxes has been inaugurated, and will 
be carried on as fast as old pipes can be located which will 
mean a lot of time and labor saved-in case of breaks. 

New bushings and boxes have been purchased for the 
pump, and several minor repairs have been made. A re- 
port of the expenses and financial standing follows, which 
we very proudly can say speak for themselves.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board: 


Herewith I have the honor to present my annual 
school report for the year 1924-1925. 


Spring Term of 1924 


The spring term is usually a busy one. It is during 
this period that the loose ends and odds must be gathered, 
in order to close the school year. The usual activities such 
as athletics, plays, preparing a graduation program, final 
examinations, and many other matters of more or less 1m- 
portance must be seen to. 

This term presents many problems and tasks for the 
superintendent. Besides supervising and directing the ac- 
tivities of the various schools, he must keep in mind the 
changes occurring on the teaching staff, and the program of 
studies with its possible changes and additions for the fol- 
lowing year. 

High school graduation was held tn the Congregational 
church on the evening of June 11th. The Junior high 
school graduation was merged with that of the Senior High, 
and matters were very much simplified. No closing pro- 
gram was required from the members of the Junior high 
school graduating class. This saved much time for teachers 
and pupils thus, making it possible for the scholars to de- 
yote more time to their studies, and final examinations. I 
suggest that the precedent established last year in this re- 
spect become a permanent custom for reasons explained 
above. | 


Seven boys and girls were graduated from the high 
school, and sixteen from the Junior high school. The names 
of the graduates may be found in another part of the Ray- 
mond school reports. 
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In response to my appeal for money to give pupils in 
the form of prizes, forty dollars was realized last spring. 
The money was divided into nine prizes; seven consisting 
of five dollars each, and two of two and a half dollars each. 
The latter five dollars was given by Mr. J. F. Turner of 
‘ Reading, Mass. for prizes in the Manual Training depart- 
ment. Prizes of this nature are not only a financial aid to 
worthy pupils but, an incentive to exert themselves to se- 
cure high results in their studies. It is my earnest hope 
that the same sum and perhaps more may be realized again 
this year for the same purpose. I wish to leave this matter 
purely voluntary. I do not want to embarrass anyone into 
giving, by personal or direct soliciting. If the idea appeals 
to any one, we will appreciate gifts for this worthy cause. 
The prizes spoken of above were awarded last graduation. 
The names of the recipients may be found in another part 
of my reports. 

The spring term closed with three vacancies in the high 
school, and one in the elementary schools. The positions 
were filled by two graduates from New Hampshire Univer- 
sity, and two from Keene Normal school. 

In the spring of 1924 I gave form two of the Stanford 
Achievement tests, in the Intermediate and Grammar 
schools. Form one had been given in the fall. A decided 
improvement in the scholastic attainments of the pupils was 
shown as compared with the results secured earlier in the 
year; and the earlier results were satisfactory, as explained 
in my report of 1923-1924. 


Vacation 


During the summer months while the school world 
enjoys rest, peace, and contentment, the school board’s and 
the superintendent’s duties still go on. Financial reports, 
statistical reports, repairs to school houses, hiring teachers, 
attendance at institutes, making out the program of studies, 
and oher matters must be tended to. 
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Some changes to the high school program of studies 
were thought necessary by the school board, and the super- 
intendent. The changes were considered seriously. The 
superintendent made two trips to Concord to consult the 
state authorities on the matter. We made the following 
changes which were approved by the Commissioner of Edu- 
cation. The study of French begins in the ninth grade in- 
stead of the seventh. French is replaced by a course in 
Commercial Geography in the seventh grade, and by a 
course in Business Arithmetic in the eighth grade. This 
does not mean that two years of French was eliminated 
from our program. It means that the study of French has 
been deferred for two years. It is begun in the ninth grade, 
and may be continued through the tenth, the eleventh, and 
the twelfth grades thus, enabling the pupil to still take four 
years of French if he wants it. Two years of the language 
is enough for college entrance. 


Fall Term 


Beside. the supervision of the, various schools which, 
has to do with matters of organization, discipline, school 
management, methods of teaching, material of instruction,: 
and the enforcement of the rules and regulations of the 
local and state boards of education, during the fall term this 
year I gave the following tests in the Elementary schools. 
Forms one of Scale for Problems in Arithmetic, by E. R. 
Buckingham, and of Thorndike McCall’s Reading Scale. 
The results secured were tabulated and graphed, and then 
discussed with the teachers concerned. Forms two of the 
same tests will be given in the spring this year, to see 
whether or not the advancement which should follow a 
year’s study has actually taken place. At this writing we 
are giving Intelligence tests to the pupils who entered 
school for the first time. As a result of these tests we 
expect to sort out the pupils of the first grade into three 
groups, in order that we may adapt our school work to their 
native ability. Giving tests of this nature is as beneficial 


to a school system as taking account of stock is to a business 
man. 
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Miscellaneous Matters 


The acquisition of the land and building adjacent to 
the school grounds and property has proved a great benefit 
to our schools, not only for present use but, for future pos- 
sible uses. 

The Primary school having over fifty pupils is over- 
crowded. This school consists of the first and the second 
grades. Considering the importance of these grades it is 
unfair to the children and to the teacher to force the present 
conditions on them. One teacher cannot do justice to over 
fifty scholars. The only solution is hiring two teachers. The 
hiring of another teacher would not necessitate the raising 
of any more money than is required by law at the present 
time. If the five dollar tax on every thousand dollars of 
taxable property required by law is not enough to run our 
schools, the state will make up the difference. The follow- 
ing qualifying statement must be made however. The school 
district would have to stand the cost for the first year. Even 
this expense would be worth it. 

The Raymond schools engage in other worthwhile ac- 
tivities as well as purely school work. We have an active 
athletic association supporting a baseball team, and a girls’ 
basketball team. A high school orchestra is being organized. 
Every pupil in the high school is required to speak before 
the whole school in the Assembly room. From these boys 
and girls’ prize divisions have been chosen to take part in 
a prize-speaking contest to be held soon. A play to be given 
by the Senior class is in progress. One or two school 
socials have been held. On the night of the 17th of Novem- 
ber we observed Education week. These activities together 
with other duties mean a body of busy and hard working 
teachers doing all they can to promote the best interests of 
our schools. 

The fact that six out of seven of last year’s graduating 
class have gone to higher institutions of learning is grati- 
fying. We have word from these institutions that our 


graduates are making good. 


AT 

As a part of my work in the training of teachers while 
in service, I have arranged for six more meetings this year 
beginning with January 29th. At every meeting a teacher 
will present a paper or a talk on a given educational topic 
having direct bearing on the Raymond schools and problems. 
The teachers’ reports will be followed by open discussions. 

Perhaps enough has been said in previous reports con- 
cerning the importance of punctual attendance, inexcusable 
absence from school, children’s health, vaccination, and so 
forth. These considerations are just as important today as 
they ever were. Let us remember that the law is no re- 
spector of persons. Every worthy citizen responds cheer- 
fully when called upon by a Commonwealth to perform 
civic duties, be it through the selectmen, the school board the 
superintendent of schools or, any other legally appointed 
officer in the interest and welfare of society.

MANUAL TRAINING DEPARTMENT 


Mr. Vincent Gatto, Supt. of Schools, 
Raymond, N. H, 


Sir—As instructor in Manual Training in the Raymond 
Grammar and High Schools, I have the honor to submit 
the following report of the activities in this department. 

During the present school term the regular program 
of instruction was of necessity, altered somewhat, owing to: 
the fact that this department had been moved from the 
Pecker school house to a building near the Raymond school 
building. Alterations in the inside plan of the building 
were necessary, and in order to carry on the instruction of 
the pupils, benches and other equipment for our use had 
to be constructed. According to the instructions I received 
this work was done by the Seventh and Eighth grades, and 
some of the older boys of the Sixth grade, and proved to 
be good practical training as well as a saving to the school 
district. 

The hours of training are as follows: 5th and 6th 
grades, Monday and Wednesday from 10.25 to 11.45 a. m.; 
7th and &th grades, Tuesday and Thursday from 10.25 to. 
11.45 a.m. There are at present twenty boys in the 5th 
and 6th grades, ranging in age from to 9 to 14 years. The 
5th grade up until Jan. Ist was not required to do much 
e@ench work with the exception of those boys who were not 
promoted at the end of last term. 

The pupils of the Sixth grade and three boys of the 
Fifth grade have completed Bird Houses, Book Troughs, 
Towel Rollers, and, at present, have under construction 
Candle Sconces, Bird Houses, Book Troughs and Tabarets. 

The Seventh and Eighth gerade of ten boys have com- 
pleted Shoe Polishing Stands, Book Troughs, Stationery 
Holders, and have under construction at the present time, 
Costumers, Tabarets, Cabinets, Candle Sconces, Book 
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Troughs and Doll’s Furniture, besides doing necessary re- 
pairs to the building, and shop work. 

Extra time is also being given to the drawing and read- 
ing of plans. 

During the two years past, the pupils have shown great 
enthusiasm in their work and the improvement in their wort: 
this year is easily seen, and I am also happy to say that 
parents have shown much more interest in this part of their 
children’s training, which is of great help to me in my work.’
